Fully automated consumer goods handling systems and micro-fulfillment centers (MFCs) are 

both recent technological developments designed to fulfill customer demand. This legislation 

would exempt both technological developments from Michigan’s personal property, sales and 

use taxes. Both fully automated consumer goods handling systems and MFCs have advanced 

beyond their original function to store and move products and now perform industrial and 

manufacturing processes. It is only fair to modernize our personal property tax exemptions to 

reflect these advances.
